"shevism and the I. W. W." 
Knappe on History 


Assemblyman Knappe took excep- 


tions to Kandotsch's remarks and 
declared that Assemblyman Kan- 
dutsch was not well read in Ameri- 
can history. 
He declared that the 


patriots of Bunker Hill had display- 
ed the red flag and that Lord Howe 
had shot it down. He said that the 
shooting of it down was no solution 
of the question, but the way to meet 
the issue .was to study conditions 
that caused the red flag and attempt 
to remedy them. 
He said that as 


Lord Howe had shot down the red 
flag so later the passage of the alien 
and sedition laws had been attempt- 
ed. 
These were later declared un- 


American and-the time would come, 
he said, when' the supporters of the 
anti-red flag'bill would be ashamed 
of their vote a« un-American. 
He 
read a" statement from the govem-- 
ment of North Dakota in line with 
his remarks. He said the socialists 
were th« true defenders of the stars 
and stripes and the liberty it should 
represent.-' 
Axel Johnson, Polk, said he hear- 


tity favored the bill, and that tht 
people who opposed it did not believe 
in the United States, but were sup- 
porters of internationalism. 
A-i- 


semblyman Ballard said that he op- 
posed the bill; and that no one had 
a higher regard for the stars and 
stripes than himself.. The bill was 
then engrossed. 
The Ballard bill which, has a-pre- 


amble declaring what^re the civil 
rights of * citizen of Wisconsin, and 
providing that m all cases interfer- 
ences with the civil rights the legal 
and fact questions shall be for the 
jury to decide, was indefinitely post- 
poned by a vote of «8>o 29. Messrs. 
Ballarrl and Knappe made pleas for 
the bill, which th«y declared was in- 
tended to protect citizens ir their 
rights. 
Assemblymen Coe and Don- 


nelly showed that the bill, if it 
should become » law, would even 
prevent the review by the supreme 
court -of decisions of the lower court 
in cases arising under the law. 


.Ballard in Defense 
'In defense of the demand, Mf. 


Ballard declared that every cltiztn 
was now resumed to know the law 
and he did not see why juries could 
not agree on the law and the facts, 
and the only ones he ever found who 
disagreed on legal questions ^were 
judges and lawyers.

studded with soldiers' and sailors 
monuments which all too frequent 
ly advertise the salesmanship 
of 


some monument firm 
and 
at the 


same time the lack of artistic ap- 
preciation on the part of the com- 
munity^ to which they belong. Too 
•often, in erecting 
solders' 
monu- 


ments, principal emphasis is plac- 
ed upon the hei.crht or the cubic'con- 
tonis of the memorial, without re- 
gard to its artistic and other quali- 
ttcacions."
